NEW ENGLAND SKETCHES. 


A cloar, cold Thanksgiving day, the jolly 
Thanksgiving dinner, and in the dusky after¬ 
noon a walk through tho quiet streets, down 
by the mouldering wharves, in tho still old oity, 
of Salem. 

Instead of tho great East Inflames, rich with 
the riches of the Orient, heavily laden with 
pepper from Sumatra and cinnamon from Cey¬ 
lon, or with teas and silks from China, now, 
nothing but some little coasting schooners, ly¬ 
ing lazily in tho smooth harbor, or moored be¬ 
side tho wharves, discharging their piles of 
lumber from Bangor, or tons of sea coal from 
Piotou, and here and thero a dismal brig, just 
arrived from Buenos Ayres or from the Afrioan 
coast, with a cargo of horns and hides. 

The great -square mansion-houses on the 
street above, oneo tenanted by tho Salem mer¬ 
chant princes of the Revolutionary times—the 
spacious warehouses, once filled with almost 
priceless treasures — the gloomy street — the 
long straggling wharves—all fast hurrying to 

In place of the bluff sea captains, the minia¬ 
ture Sir William Phippses of the colony—in 
place of the sturdy mariners—in plaoe of the 
comfortable-looking nabobs of the old days, 
who onee thronged Derby street—now, no one 
but hero and there tho lazy skipper of somo 
fishing smack, a troup of ragged Irish children, 
and a brazen-faced Swiss vagrant, beating out 
a sorry tune on her tambourine. 

Thore is something very gloomy, and yot 
very interesting, in the sight of the commercial 
portions of this old city of Salem. They bring 
up bright visions of “ fifty years ago,” when the 
town was rich and prosperous, when every port 
of the islands of the Indian ooean was tenanted 
by its ships, when the bluff sea oaptains smoked 
their big pipes and drank their strong punch 
at the Bun tavern, when the rough sailors 
swore their round Spanish oaths, when good 
old Dootor Bentley preaohod with holy fervor 
his earnest sermons beneath the sounding.- 
board in the old East church, and when the 
rooster on the East ehureh steeple first shone 
before the eyes of our grandfathers in all the 
glow of its resplendent gilding. 

Hawthorne had not to seek long nor far 
amidst tho deoay of Salem, after material for 
his charming tales. There he was, in the midst 
of it all, in tho great brick custom-house on 
tho dilapidated street, haunted by such ghosts 
as those of old King Derby or rich Billy Gray. 
There, but at the distanoe of a short walk from 
where he lately dwelt, stands the North bridge, 
where the first blood of tho Revolution was 
shed, long before the battle of Lexington, by 
the British soldiers of Col. Leslie pricking with 
their bayonets the resolute Salemites, who, 
having raised the drawbridge, did not hesitate 
to stave their boats to prevent the enemy from 
orossing the narrow stream. There, within a 
stone’s throw from the samo dwelling, stands 
tho ancient mansion in whioh the witch courts 
were held, and in whose rooms m any a poor 
woman, more innocent than her judge, has 
boen condemned to death. There, in tho court¬ 
house, are still preserved some of the pins with 
which the Salem witches were sworn to have 
tormented their victims, and many of the ori¬ 
ginal legal proceedings against them are still 
tber8, torn, and darkened by age. Years ago, 

I used often to make demands upon the good 
nature of the clerks (It the courts, by my re¬ 
peated requests to look at these quaint docu¬ 
ments, and a troop of ns schoolboys often spent 
a holyday afternoon in poring over the faded 
yellow parchments. It must have been a strange 
sight to tho clerk, if he ever thought of it,- to 
see the bright-oyed, fresh-cheeked urchins de¬ 
ciphering with curiosity the solemn reoords of 
their great-grandfathers’ guilt; but I sadly fear 
that that worthy functionary’s head was sel¬ 
dom troubled by any thought more profound 
than that of getting a shilling apiece for his 
signatures to legal documents of more modern 
courts than those which tried tho witches. A 
passage in one of these witch papers particu¬ 


larly impressed itself upon my memory. It; i 
was, I think, an ordor from tho sheriff to his i 
deputy, in which he was commanded to take : 
one of the poor witches and hang her by the ; 
neek “ till she bo dead and buried: ” and, if 1 
recollect aright, tho deputy sheriff subjoined 
his testimony that he had executed tho orders 
of his superior. 

And there, too, in the upper part of the oity, 
sharply defined against the sky, rises, bleak 
and barren, the Gallows Hill. In my school¬ 
days, I have often wandered over it, and lain 
down on the turf where 1 imagined that our 
, anoestors executed their victims— imagined, I 
say; for no one knows the exact spot on the 
hill where any of them were put to death. As 
if by some fit dispensation of fatality, no houses 
havo till lately been erected on this Gallows 
Hill; but it has ever stood solitary and unin¬ 
habited since the crimes whioh it witnessed 
almost two hundred yesfrs ago. But of late 
years, superstition has proved no barrier to 
profit, and little cottages are gradually being 
planted along the hillside, and will before long 
cover even the summit. 

What quainter subjects, then, could have 
employed Hawthorne’s pen, than he found in 
anoient Salem city? The witch-judges’ cham¬ 
bers where the courts were held, the legal reo¬ 
ords of tho trials, the place of the executions, 
the bleak hill where the almost saintly George 
Burroughs suffered, while grim Cotton Mather 
rode around thescaffold, haranguing the people, 
and proclaiming to them that the heroio bear¬ 
ing of the prisoner only showed that the devil 
often transformed himself into an angel of 
light. All the scenery of the witch tragedy is 
in Salem still. Only the actors are wanting, 
and their grave-stones have hardly yet moul¬ 
dered away. 

And in the old town there are a thousand 
other relics of the Puritan age of Now Eng¬ 
land : the tangled knot of narrow, crooked 
streets, laid out, they say, according to the cow- 
paths ; the quaint, many-gabled houses, stock¬ 
ed with stiff-baoked, puritanically-agonizing 
chairs, the low rooms crossed and reerossed by 
the heavy oaken beams of the frame-work; and 
any quantity of furniture whioh not only pur¬ 
ports to havo been “ brought over in the May¬ 
flower,” bat whioh attests, by its venerable as¬ 
pect, that it did indeed come from England in 
some nearly as ancient conveyance as that fa¬ 
mous vessel. And there, beneath where now 
stands a gray stone church, tradition says that 
the gentle Lady Arabella lies, the daughter of 
an Earl of Lincoln, who forsook her all in tho 
Old World—family, friends, wealth, high social 
position—and camo, among the first settlers,:; 
to New England, with her husband, Richard 
Johnson, for tho sake of religious freedom, and 
soon died, her tender frame unable to endure 
the oruel hardships of the rough settler’s life— 
the Bame gentle Lady Arabella whose story 
Hawthorne has told in his Grandfather’s Chair. 

And in Salem, many dim legends of the old 
times still linger, Mr. Upham, in his well- 
known Lectures on Witchcraft, speaking of 
the existence of traditionary tales concerning 
the experiments of our anoestors in diablerie , 

“ It is not probable that a larger number of 
traditions of the kind are to bo found, within 
similar limits in any part of the world, than in 
the oounty of Essex.” 

And he remarks, still further, that this is es¬ 
pecially the case in the sea faring towns which 
line the ooast of tho oounty. But not alone 
legends of feats in witchcraft. Other ancient 
tales are still told there. I remember one, 
which may prove not uninteresting to the read¬ 
ers of the House of the Seven Gables. 

Near the corner of F;ssex and Beck ford 
streets, in Salem, stood, until lately, a large 
square house, built scores of years ago, in which 
it is said that a Pynoheon family onee lived, 
the head of which was named Qervaiso, or 
Geoffrey. He had an only daughter—Alice —t 
very young, and very beautiful, with whom a 
young physician of the town had fallen in love, 
Tho physician was poor, and the father was 
proud, and the lady was forbidden to entertain 
. any thoughts of her lover, and was imprisoned 
in her chamber, until at last she pined away 
and died. On the day of the funeral, hor father, 
passing hurriedly down the paved Main street, 
met the lover, and tauntingly asked him, be¬ 
fore tho orowd, to become one of her pall-hear¬ 
ers; hut the answer returned by the physician 
was, “ That he could hot bear upon his shoul¬ 
ders that which lay so near his heart.” 

It oannot he difficult to trace here, in the 
father, the daughter, and the lover, Hawthorne’s 
Gervayso and Alice Pynoheon and AJattliqsf 
Maulo. Even the name of the lady has been 
preserved; but over the 'old story his beautiful 
fancy has thrown a wierd oharm, and has wo¬ 
ven from it a most romantic t&lo. 

The curse of old Matthew Maule I recognise 
as suggested by the account ®f one of a num¬ 
ber of women who wore brought to trial for 
witoheraft, on June 30ih, 1692. Hutchinson, 
in bis History qf the Province of Massachusetts 
Bay, Bays t 

“One of these women being told at her exe¬ 
cution, by the minister, Mr. Noyes, that he 
knew she was a witch, and therefore .advised 
her to oonfess, she replied, that he lied, and that 
she was no more a witch than he was a wizard; 
and if he took away her life, God would give 
him blood to drink.” 

And, in a note, he adds: 

“ They havo a tradition among the people of; 
Salem, that a peculiar circumstance attended' 
the death of this gentleman, he having been : 
choked with blood, whioh makes them suppose 
her, if not a witch, a Pythontesa, at least in 
this instance.” 

Mr. Upham, in his Lectures, from which I 
have once already quoted, tells substantially 
the same story, and attributes tho saying to 
Sarah Good. Tho Mr. Noyes referred to was 
junior pastor of the first church at Salem—a 
position subsequently ocoupied by Mr. Upham 
himself—and was particularly prominent in 
the delusion. It is said of him, that he “ was 
very active to prevent a revulsion of the public 
mind, or even the least diminution of tho popu¬ 
lar violence against the supposed witohes.” 

At a later period, when the excitement was 
dispelled, and tho people began to see clearly 
tfieir guilt and folly, it is recorded that he bit¬ 
terly repented, and Dr. Bentley speaks of him 
thus: 

“Mr. Noyes oame out and publicly confessed 
his error; never excused himself; visited, loved, 
blessed the survivors whom he had injured; 
asked forgiveness always, and consecrated the 
residue of his life to bless mankind.” 

Although Hawthorne, in his preface to the 
House of the Seven Gables, says that it was 
built “■ of materials long in use for constructing 
castles in the air,” still, I trust that I do not 
commit an unpardonable offence if I suggest 
what I think may probably have been the frame¬ 
work of this aerial edifice. Uncle Venner's 
farm-house, which would in common parlance, 

I suppose, bo called the poor-house, was, it will 
perhaps bo remembered, distinctly visible from 
tho windows of the Pynoheon mansion; and 
when I first read the House of the Seven Ga¬ 
bles, and noticed this faot, I could not but 
think that the author must have had in h's 
mind the thought of a most singular old house 
whioh, until lately, stood cornering on a cross 
Street at the lower end of the city, directly 
overlooking the Salem poor-ltmse and its farm, 
a bond of the harbor flowing between. It 
was a spacious mansion, with a many-gabled 
roof bedocked with all kinds of peaks and pin- 
naoles, and was a very curious specimen of the 
architectural ideas of our ancestors. I remem¬ 
ber it as gloomy, moss-oovered, and dilapida¬ 
ted, with all the out-buildinga and fences 
around it in a similar state of decay. It was 
built by Philip English, at some time in tho 
latter half of the seventeenth century. He 
was a gentleman of education and - fortune, 
but had created some local enemies, who caused 
his wife to he arrested on a charge of witch- 
oraft, in 1692. Her husband secreted himself, 
and many attempts were ineffectually made to 
discover him. Being convinced that he could 
do nothing to save his wife, he at last surren¬ 
dered himself to the magistrates, and declared ! 
his determination to die with her. But before 
her trial, they made their esoapo. It is said 
that the norse on whioh he fled was shod with 


shoes reversed, in order that the tracks might 
deceive his pursuers. They returned to Salem 
afterwards, and regained possession of their 
property. A few years ago, this old English 
house was torn down. 1 well remember somo 
tiles of a chimney-piece in my father’s house, 
which were taken from it, and the almost 
night-mare-like horror with whioh I used, 
when a boy, to regard them, as if I half ex¬ 
pected some one of the seven Btern witch-judges 
to start into life again before me. Some sixty 
or seventy years ago, it was occupied by a me¬ 
chanic, whose stock in -trade was undoubtedly 
more valuable than Hepzibah’s assortment of 
pipes and thread and Jim Crows, inasmuch as 
he pursued tho worthy calling of a silversmith. 
And Hepzibah’s cent shop—there in the city, 
now, is many just such an establishment; and 
many a Jim Crow from just such a shop, pre¬ 
sided over by just such an old maid as Hepzi- 
bah, have I nibbled in my schoolboy days. 

There are many houses in Salem which date 
back to even an earlier period than Philip 
English’s mansion. One, in particular, which 
stands at tho corner of Washington and Church 
streets, which was built at Gloucester, on Cape 
Ann, and then taken to pieces and brought by 
sea to Salem, by Roger Conant, before 1629. 
Governor Endicott resided in it for a timo, and 
its walls must have hoard many a fierce dis- 
oussion about pope and king, and many a wise 
deliberation for the welfare of tho infant col¬ 
ony ; and if they could speak and tell us tho 
many secrets they are burdened with, they 
would disclose even more .eventful sayings and 
deeds than are reoordod in tho history of 
Grandfather’s Chair. Since those “old colony 
days,” it hits passed through very many hands, 
at one time being transformed into the “ Ship 
Tavern,” at another occupied as a shop, and 
then again restored to its former condition as 
a dwelling-house. 

A oity in which there are so many antiqui¬ 
ties must of necessity number amongst its in¬ 
habitants descendants of many old families. 
Hawthorne is himself descended from ono of 
the most ancient of these. Tho family name 
was originally spelt Hathorne, and a Justice 
Hathorne was one of the seven witch judges.* 

Hawthorne’s direct ancestors were, like those 
of most of the Salem families, seafaring men. 
His father, Nathaniel, whose name the author 
bears, and his grandfather, were both sea- 
captains. During tho early years of his life, 

I think until he reoeived an appointment from 
Colleotor Bancroft in the Boston custom-house, 
he resided in an ancient houso in the lower 
part of the city, which ia still standing, though, 
like almost every relie Which remains in Salem 
of the old times, fallen far into decay. 

It is a matter of extreme regret that some 
faithful and accurate record has not already 
been made of the quaint life in Salem half a 
century ago. It was most peouliar in its char¬ 
acter. The'merchants there having, in most 
instances, begun their lives by sailing “ before 
the mast,” and then rising to ba ship-captains, 
and gaining sufficient property to enable them , 
to venture into trade, and many at last accu¬ 
mulating immense fortunes, were naturally 
moulded by their rough lives into hard and 
unpolished forms. There were all kinds of 
oddities among them. There was hardly one 
of them who did not have his peculiar ecoen- 
tricity. ' But they have almost all gone. Here 
and there one lingers, still telling his storiesVf 
privateering in the English war, and of the 
East India trade. • 

During Administration after Administration, 

the custom-house, the same groat briok build¬ 
ing with which Hawthorne has made every 
one feel so well acquainted, was the rendezvous 
to all the ;-pay-headed old sea oapteiiw who 
were left. And there they used to sit, day after 
day, as Hawthorne describes them, “asleep in 
their accustomed corners, with their chairs 
tiltefl back against the wall,” or “ chatting in 
the back entry, a row of them all tipped 
against the wall, as usual; while the frozen 
witticisms of past generations wore thawed out, 
and came bubbling with laughter from their 
lips.” 

But even the drowsy officials of the Salem 
custom-house have been aroused from their 
slumbers: for when tho Democratic end of the 
see-saw tilted up into the White House, most 
of them slid off the other end out of office. 

The sturdy old oollector, the gallant General 
of the English war, has been laid away beneath 
the turf these two years past. The stout fioiid- 
eheeked inspector, the “ wonderful specimen of 
winter-green,” has eaten his last dinner, and 
gone with the collector; and tho junior oler^, 
fhaji !i young gentleasan who, it was whispered, 
occasionally covered a sheet of Uncle Sam’s 
letter paper with what (at the distance of a few 
yards-) looked very much like poetry,” now 
scribbles his ditties on paper of his own. Anew 
regime has been introduced. Even the decay¬ 
ing building itself has been brightened in ap¬ 
pearance by the addition of a few ooafcs of 
paint, and Democratic extravagance is to be* 
parried to guch an extent, they say, as to gild 
tho weather-beaten eagle ovor the portico. It 
is rumored that it was once painted white; 
but that must have been long ago, for the rains

As he himself has said 
of the tenacity with which the descendant of 
one of the old Pilgrim families, who settled 
there, clings to the soil of the anoient town— 

“It is no matter that the place is joyless for 
him; that he is weary of the old wooden 
houses, the mud and dust, the dead level of site 
and sentiment, the chill east wind, and the 
chilliest of social atmospheres; all these, and 
Whatever faulty ho may sec or ipiagjno, are 
nothing to the purpose.

On going over the 
county the first time, comparatively little 
money may, perhaps, be raised; but the good 
seed thus sown, by giving away tracts, and 
stimulating an interest for books, pamphlets, 
and papers, will be likely to yield a crop of 
receipts and profits, on going over the ground 
the second and third time. The personal influ¬ 
ence of a good, judicious Colporteur, will soon 
be productive of much good, and increase his 
ability of doing more. He should be active, 
prompt, ready, intelligent, with a good knowl¬ 
edge of human nature, courteous, and able to 
“ speak the truth in lover’ 

H. VOLUNTARY TRAVELLING BOOK AGENTS. 

Where no funds can be raised to sustain a 
Colporteur, a Voluntary Travelling Agent, hav¬ 
ing a talent to sell books, may sustain himself 
comfortably, by selecting the best regions, and 
visiting the most intelligent and progressive 
class of the citizens. He cannot commonly 
afford the time to distribute tracts in the out¬ 
skirts of towns and remote districts. But he 
may often put tracts into the hands of earnest 
Abolitionists, to distribute. [Colporteurs inky 
sometimes do the same, and thus make more 
rapid progress ] 

Both the Colporteur and the Voluntary 
Agent may sometimes promote the cause, and 
forward their operations, by collecting together 
groups of neighbors in District School-Houses, 
and spreading before them his objects. 

IH. THE LIBRARY SYSTEM. 

Where no Colporteur oan he obtained, and 
no Voluntary Agent is laboring, a few neigh¬ 
bors may provide for tho immediate wants of 
their own neighborhood, by getting up a town¬ 
ship, village, or school district Anti-Slavery 
Library, of Books and Pamphlets. In the 
same movement may be included the purchase 
and gratuitous distribution of cheap Tracts, 
and also the obtaining of subscribers for Anti- 
Slavery periodicals. Let this be done in two 
or three places in a county. Then, by co-op¬ 
eration, measures may be taken for employing 
a Colporteur for the county. 

IV. VOLUNTARY LOCAL AGENTS. 

Where there are not earnest and active 
friends enough to establish a Library, and 
where no Colporteur or Voluntary Travelling 
Book Agents are operating effectively, a sin¬ 
gle individual, with a vory small outlay of 
money .and of time, may, at least, begin to 
operate in his own neighborhood. By obtain¬ 
ing a few subscribers to some good Anti-Sla¬ 
very paper, he may enlist others. By pur¬ 
chasing and distributing, gratuitously, or for 
a penny each, a dollars worth of cheap Anti- 
Slavery tracts, he may awaken the attention of 
a still'greater number. Then, by purchasing 
a small quantity of select hooks and pamph¬ 
lets, to the value of $5 or $10, (enough to get 
' ' BV.) l>e

may sell them, and from the proceeds pur¬ 
chase other hooks and pamphlets, or an addi¬ 
tional supply of the same. 

To facilitate these various modes of circu¬ 
lating Anti-Slavery literature, as well as to 
supply INDIVIDUALS who may wish only to 
obtain partioulav books and BOOKSELLERS 
who may. wish to order larger or smaller quan¬ 
tities, the Executive Committee of the Ameri¬ 
can and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society 
have made arrangements for keeping constant¬

CATALOGUES of the works now on hand 
will bp published and circulated for the infor¬ 
mation of the public—and corrected from 
time to time, as new works may be added, or 
old ones suffered to go out of print. Attention 
will be paid to tho growing wants of the cause, 
in the view of supplying the progressive lit¬ 
erature that may be needed, while retaining a 
hold upon that which is elementary and per¬ 
manent in its character. 

The Catalogues contain the retail prices 
of the different books, pamphlets, and tracts— 
and also the postage on a single copy of each, 
if sent by mail. 

Packages and boxes of hooks, &o., will be 
sent by Express or otherwise, as directed. 

Small parcels might often be sent with the 
greater safety, and at little or no expense, if 
opportunities be improved to send personally, 
by country merchants and others coming to the- 
city and returning soon. 

TERMS. 

To those who purchase to sell again, or 
for the establishment of PUBLIC LIBRARIES, 

to the amount of $- or upwards, a very 

liberal deduction will he made, viz: on all 
books published by ibis Society 25 per cent., 
and on books by others, as large a deduction 
as is practicable. 

All orders must he accompanied with the 
cash. The reasons for this rule are many. It 
enables the Society to sell much cheaper than 
it otherwise could do. It savesmueh time and 
expense to keep accounts. And the Society 
has not the funds requisite to carry on a busi¬ 
ness on credit. If the dealer or agent laoks 
fund?, he can raise them best amonghis friends, 
and it is not necessary to raise large sums, 
few dollars will do to begin with, and as 
as the books are sold, the money will com 
for new purchases. 

The profits, if any, arising from the sale of 
books, pamphlets, tracts, &c., at the Depository 
of the Society, will be applied to the promo¬ 
tion of the oommon cause of the abolition of 
Slavery, for which the Society labors.

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
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Seven years ago, we commenced the Nation¬ 
al Era in this city, without word of greeting 

introduction from a single press here. This 
silence did not surprise us, for our principles 
and policy were not known. The highly re¬ 
spectable journalists hero did not know but we 
might prove to be a fanatic or incendiary, and 
of course maintained a proper reserve. 

Meantime, the world has been moving, and 
so has the Era. It is now pretty widely known, 
as one of tho institutions of the District, and 
the people have ceased to regard it with dis¬ 
trust. Nobody dreams of mobbing or indicting 
it, except a pious English gentleman, stiffly 
conservative, who writes occasional leaders for 
a little print in Georgetown, speaking the 
truth, as he says, “always in love.” During 
the Beven years of its existence, there have been 
no terrible convulsions in the District. The 
worst events that have happened have been the 
suppression of the “ slave pens,” the increase 
of population, and the rapid rise in the price of 
real estate. Lots which seven years ago were 
sold for six and ton cents a foot, now command 
fifty cents. The agitation of projeots for the 
removal of the Seat of Government has died 
away; capitalists consider investments here as 
safe and advantageous as in the most flourish¬ 
ing cities; and Washington has been steadily 
growing in favor with the People of the Union. 

And yet, all this time, the National Era, dis¬ 
cussing with the utmost freedom, Slavery and 
all other Questions, has been in active opera¬ 
tion here, sending out weekly its thousands of 
winged messengers. The, People therefore very 
clearly understand that it is neither an unsafe 
nor a hurtful newspaper. 

The truth is, one of the essential, most po¬ 
tent causes of the prosperity and popularity of 
Washington, is the faot, now everywhere 
known, that here, all sections of the Republio 
meet on oommon ground, all opinions and in¬ 
terests may he fully and freely urged, citizens 
from the North, South, East, and West, may 
utter their peouliar sentiment®, boldly and 
without molestation. 

In issuing the first number of the Daily Era, 
we need hardly say that we shall advocate the 
same principles, and pursue the same line of 
policy, which we have done in the Weekly. 
We hold all subjects open to discussion, from 
the being of a God, (we speak reverently,) down 
to the lowest relations of Man. No Code of 
Laws, no Compromise, no Constitution, no In¬ 
stitution,' however deeply imbedded in the 
foundations of society, no usage however 
anoient, no maxim with whatsoever weight of 
authority or universal assent it may challenge 
submission, oan claim exemption from the most 
searching investigation. In its broadest sense, 
we recognise and endeavor to practice the right 
of private judgment, Man, the Individual, we 
regard as a sovereign, in virtue of his conscience 
and free will, owing paramount allegianoe only 
to the AH-wise Creator, but invested with the 
inalienable right to resist all Tyranny, whether 
attempted by Monarchy or Democracy, by 
Church or State, by a Party or a Class. 

The Daily Era has not been heralded by the 
Press of the District. We sent its Prospectus 
to all the daily papers, requesting its insertion 
as an advertisement. The Sentinel has not 
published it, fearing, we suppose, that it might 
affect the prospects of Mr. Dickinson for the 
Presidency. The Union has not published it, 
apprehending, we presume, imminent danger 
to the Confederation of these States, which its 
editor not long since was ealculating the value 
of in Nashville Conventions. The Star, a lively, 
independent concern, whose editor—a disciple 
of tho Calhoun school—is not afflicted with 
tender nerves, gave it an insertion. And, as 
might have been expected, the National Intelli¬ 
gencer, a paper well assured of its position, also 
considered the publication of the Prospeotus a 
fair business transaction. True, no one of our 
neighbors has given us a friendly greeting, hut 
considering their circumstances, we do not 
complain of this. We can afford to wait for 
. the usual courtesies of the profession, and, if 
they never come, to do without them. 

Meantime, the Press in other places has more 
than made amends for these little inattentions, 
and to tho Tribune and Evening Post, of the 
commercial and political press, we aro under 
special obligations. The Tribune says- 

“ The National Era is one of the most inter¬ 
esting and able papers in the country, and 
wields a temperate and beneficent influence in 
behalf of Democratic ideas and the great cause 
of Freedom. On all moral questions, wo are 
sure to find the Era on the side of virtue and 
of human rights; and the independent thinker 
who may differ from it on any subject, can be 
sure that he will presently find himself fight¬ 
ing along with it in some other part of the 
battle. Besides, there is reason to welcome the 
establishment of a daily paper at Washington, 
which public patronage is not likely tooorrupt, 
or any party to buy up. Success to the under¬ 
taking ! ” 

The New York Evening Post, a supporter of 
the Administration of Gen. Pierce, remarks—

The Memphis Eagle and Enquirer has some 
sensible remarks on the influence of railroads. 

It ridicules the notion that the more rapid 
growth of the Northern Communities is to be 
attributed to the action of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment, through its Tariff and Revenue regu¬ 
lations. A oloser and deeper examination, it 
thinks, will show that other and more power¬ 
ful influences have been at woik. 

“ Those influences Bpring from the Location 
of Northern Labor on Northern soil, and the 
prevalence of the opposite system in the South.” 

We confess this proposition seems to us 
rather obscure. “ Northern Labor is located on 
Northern soil,” but wheie is Southern Labor 
located ? A more intelligible statement, as an 
explanation of the difference in the growth of 
the two sections, would he—Northern Soil 
is the home of Free Labor, Southern Soil is 
the home of Slave Labor. The two sections 
are unequal in their march, not beoause the 
Labor of one is expended beyond, that of the 
other, within, its limits, but because Labor in 
ono is voluntary and free, in the other, invol¬ 
untary and enslaved. 

The facts presented by our cotemporary in 
regard to Northern and Southern Railroad en¬ 
terprise are more to the purpose. It says: 

“In 1828, there was in the United States 
hut one railroad finished, and that was in 
Massachusetts, of three miles in length. Last 
year, 1852, there were 11,631 miles of railroad 
finished, viz: 8,659 miles in the North, and 
only 2,972 in the South," including the Balti¬ 
more and Ohio railroad. In 1847 there was 
finished 5,336 miles, of which there were in 
the North 3,585 miles, and in the South but 
1,751 miles. In 1842 there was finished 3,877 
miles, of which the North had 2,689, and the 
South 1,188 miles. In 1837 there was finished 
es, of which the North had 916, 
and the South 505 miles. In 1832.there was 
finished 131 miles, of which 72 miles were in 
the North, and 59 miles in the South. 

It will be seen that the ratio of increase in 
making railroads in the North, over the South, 
has been steadily progressive, from 1832 up to 
the present time—exhibiting, in 1852, the 
striking disproportion of 8,659 to 2,972—or 
within a fraction of being three times as great. 

“ Now, these six thousand miles of railroad 
which the North had last year more than the 
South, and which she has had ever since 1832 

nearly the same proportion, have been con¬ 
tinually working as a producer, in 'conjunc¬ 
tion with the ordinary labor of the country. 
These inanimate workers, these newly created 
laborers, added to the previously existing stock 
of laborers, have produced a revenue. In 1851 
the whole revenue, thus arriving, was, from 
oanals $6,467,699, from railroads $21,512,043— 
altogether, $27,979,742. Of this magnificent 
annual revenue, the South receives $1,761,728 
only, while the North pocketed the neat Bnm 
of $26,218,014—giving her, as the reward of 
having engaged more largely in internal im¬ 
provements than the South, twenty-five times 
more pecuniary ability than her sister section 
of the Union.” 

The particular direction whieh the capital 
and labor of a country shall take, does not de¬ 
pend upon mere caprice, or arbitrary purpose. 
Had the North the same social and labor sys¬ 
tems that the South has, the difference now 
pointed out by the Enquirer would not exist, 
at least to any noticeable extent. 

Were there fourteen millions of people in 
the Southern States, and no slaves, as is the 
the Northern, the likelihood is that the 
former would show as varied and as produc¬ 
tive enterprise as the latter. 

Under the free labor of the Northern States, 
wealth is more diffused among the masses than 
it is in the South; industry is much 
versified, its produots more varied; exchanges 
frequent; towns are more numerous 
home markets spring up for the products of 
home labor; the community is more equal to 
the supply of its own wants; there 
mu9t be more internal trade and travel. All 
classes at the North travel, on business 
pleasure. Railroads spring up there from the 
necessities created by the Free Labor system, 
and reaot by making this system still more J 
productive. In tho South; three millions of 
laborers never travel, and have no occasion to 
trade on their own account. The masses of 
the poor white people do not travel—they 
have neither the need nor the means. Towns 
are searce; the home market is exceedingly 
circumscribed; the population is sparse; a 
few lines of railroads are required for the 
great travel North and South, and for the pur¬ 
pose of transporting the few staples of slave 
labor to their accustomed depots; but as the 
necessities of the slave system of labor do not 
call for their rapid multiplication, or their 
wide extension^ this kind of enterprise is of 
course far more limited than in the North. 

There is but one way in which the South 
can aceumulate'oapital as rapidly as the North, 
and rival it in the variety and extent of its en¬ 
terprise; and that is, by providing for the sub¬ 
stitution of Slave Labor by Free Labor. 


posit, and the company to forfeit one hundred 
thousand dollars for each month they fail to 
parry on the construction of the road aooord¬ 
ing to oontract. 

“ When the work is completed to the satis¬ 
faction of the Secretary of War, those stocks, 
&e., thus deposited, are to be surrendered to 
the company. Tho road is to be fully con¬ 
structed and equipped in five years. Tho com¬ 
pany shall enjoy to their own use for fifty years 
the profits and emoluments of the road, but 
the United States mails and troops and muni¬ 
tions shall be transported at rates to be deter¬ 
mined by the United States Government, and 
Congress shall have the right to reduce at any 
time the tolls and fares for passengers and 
freight, but always to allow ten per cent, profit 
on the actual investment of the company. The 
United States may also by an act of Congress 
take said road and appurtenances on paying 
the company tho money actually expended in 
making and equipping the same, with ten per 
cent, interest. 

The Company actually and in good faith to 
expend one million of dollars of its own money 
in constructing said road before it shall be en¬ 
titled to receive any from the United States. 
When such expenditure shall have been made, 
and the fact ascertained to the satisfaction of 
the Secretary of War, then the company is to 
receive from the United States a sum hearing 
the same proportion to the whole amount to he 
paid by the United States that one million of 
dollars will bear to the estimated cost of the 
whole road. 

“The Secretary of War shall set apart and 
lay out into village and city lots sufficient plats 
of ground at the several places fixed for depots 
and stations; such lots to be sold after public 
notice, at the highest possible price. All pub¬ 
lic lands within six miles of the road, not in¬ 
cluded in said Villages and cities, not to be sold 
for less than two dollars and-a half an aoro, 
and all lands over six and less than twelve 
miles from the road, not to be sold for less than 
one dollar and eighty-seven cents an aore.” 

Business in both Houses was suspended by 
the announcement of the death of Mr. Camp¬ 
bell, a Representative from Tennessee. The 
usual speeches were made, and an adjournment 
took place. 

Wednesday .—Tho Senate, thirteen members 
being present, proceeded to the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, to attend the funeral of Mr.

As the Freemen approached, they set up a dismal 
groan, aeoompaniedwith shouting and discord¬ 
ant music. When the procession was passing 
the watoh-house, the Police, at the word of 
command, rushed upon it, and each arrested a 
man. A general melee followed, and a scene 
ensued which baffles description. Many shots 
fired, and shouts and execrations filled the 

_ The rioters finally fled, but were pursued 

by the Police, and upward of sixty of their 
number captured and placed in the cells of the 
watch-house. 

The bitter animosity against the Nuncio, 
whieh led to this outbreak, is the consequence 
of that individual’s betrayal of the oause of 
liberty in Italy, during the Revolution of 1848. 
Several inflammatory articles have recently ap¬ 
peared in the German papers, touching that 
matter, in one of whioh the following sentence 
occurs: “ If tho Hungarian butcher, Haynau, 
met with so warm a reoeption in monarchical 
England, what ought the Pope’s Nuncio to ex¬ 
pect in republican America ? ” 

The excitement is continued this morning 
in the neighborhood of the watoh-house, where 
a large crowd is oolleeted.

Congress did not sit on Monday, the 26th, 
that day being observed aB a holyday. 

Tuesday, in the Senate, Mr. Seward intro¬ 
duced his bill for the construction of a railroad 
to the Pacific. A synopsis of its provisions is 
3 given in the Baltimore Sun: 

Mr. Seward’s railroad bill in substance pro¬ 
vided that a good first class double track rail¬ 
road shall be constructed throughout the ter¬ 
ritories of the United States, north of the for¬ 
tieth parallel Of north latitude, from some point 
on the western boundary of one of the Atlantic i 
States to the eastern boundary of California. 
The location and route shall be fixed and de¬ 
termined within one year from the date of the 
contract, by the company who shall make the 
contract for the construction of the road. Pub¬ 
lic land necessary for the width of the bed of 
tho road shall be ceded to the company during 
their existence. The railroad is to be com¬ 
menced within eighteen months from the date 
of the eontraot, and be completed within five 
years, one-fifth of said road to he completed 
annually. The road is to he constructed by 
any oompany duly incorporated by any one of 
the Legislatures of the United States. 

“ Immediately after the passage of this act, 
tho Secretary of War is to advertise, inviting 
proposals for the construction of said road, and 
shall oontract with suoh company whose pro¬ 
posal shall be deemed most advantageous to 
the United States, the United States to bs bound 
to pay such sum as may be the lowest amount 
named in any proposal, either in money or in 
five per cent, stock. The company is to de¬ 
posit, at the time of contracting with the Treas¬ 
urer of the United States, five millions,

Ths New York Tribune, commenting upon 
the statement that the speech of Gerrit Smith 
the first Anti-Slavery speech ever listened 
i the Honse of Representatives, “ without 
interruption or other incivilities,” remarks that 
the House has long been aeoustomed to give 
latitude and freedom of debate on Slavery as 
well as all other topics: 

“ Ever since the time of John Quincy Adams, 
and the re-eleetion of Mr. Giddings, it has 
been virtually established, that any man with 
brain enough to think, and soul enough to utter 
his thoughts, oould bo heard on that floor—not 
to mention those to whom both brains and 
souls are wanting.” 

The truth is, from the first Congress of the 
United States under the Constitution, down to 
this hour, freedom of debate on the Slavery 
Question has been the rule in both Houses, 
and the denial of it the exception. Let any 
man consult the Journals of Congress and the 
reports of the newspapers since 1790, and he 
will find that in almost every Congress thl 
subject of Slavery has been up for discussion 
in some form or other; and ihat no attempt 
was ever made to suppress discussion respect¬ 
ing it, till Mr. Calhoun, seizing upon the revi¬ 
val of popular Anti-Slavery feeling in 1833, 
used it as a pretext for inflaming the people 
of the South, and organizing them distinctly 
on the Slavery platform, so that through this 
concentration of power he might control, if | 
not obtain possession of, the Administration. 

Then commenced the era of gag-law and 
mob-law. For the first time in the history of 
Congress, it was attempted by violence, trick¬ 
ery, usurpation, and gag resolutions, to exclude 
petitions on the subject of Slavery, and to s 
press freedom of debate. What was the 
suit? Did the South gain anything? Was 
Slavery made popular and more stable 
Was the Union strengthened? Was excite¬ 
ment allayed? Was the ordinary business 
of legislation promoted? Everybody knows 
that just so long as that gag system was at¬ 
tempted to be enforced, legislation was ob¬ 
structed, dire discord reigned on the floor of 
Congress, to enforce order was an impossibil¬ 
ity, blackguardism was rampant, and the 
American Congress was constantly disgraced 
by scenes of violence. Not till the final repeal 
of the gag, as it was called, the full recogni¬ 
tion of the right of petition, and of- absolute 
freedom of debate, did this state of things 
cease. From that hour it has been true of the 
American Congress, that 

“ There is no other legislative body in the 
world where extreme and conflicting opinions 
are expressed with such freedom, or listened to 
with such courtesy. It is like the country 
large in the recognition of each man’s right to 
his own view, and to State his reasons for hold¬ 
ing it, whatever they may he.” 

And yet, a few infatuated people deprecate 
suoh freedom of debate in Congress. They 
would re-impose the shackles whioh Congress 
shivered to pieces; they would restore the 
reign of terror, and make hostility to Slavery 
on the part of a Representative or Senator, a 
sufficient oause for treating him with contume¬ 
ly and violence. To this ignoble class belongs 
the Richmond (Va.) Enquirer, which denounces 
Mr. Preston of Kentucky, for having borne 
himself in the late debate on Slavery, 

House, like a gentleman : 

“He not only assented to Smith’s claim to 
recognition as a gentleman—he not only gave 
consequence to Smith’s opinion by combating 
them—he not only saluted his reviler and con¬ 
temner, and the reviler and contemner of his 
country, with the courtesy due only to the 
knight without reproach—but h* even bore 
gratuitous testimony to Smith’s character, and 
paid voluntary tribute to the genius whioh he 
had displayed in denouncing everything whioh 
a Southern man must prize and respect! The 
South will not thank Mr. Preston for this.” 

Mr. Preston is a soholar, and his reading, 
b presume, has not been limited to the reso¬ 
lutions of ’98. As a slaveholder, he defended 
Slavery with what force of argument he oould 
command, an<^ the courtesy of his deportment 
added to the impressiveness of his argument. 
No train of reasoning, however ingenious, can 
strengthen a system so utterly in conflict with 
the spirit Of the age, the fundamental ele¬ 
ments of our institutions, and the principles of 
Christianity; hut the Enquirer may rest as¬ 
sured, that the course it recommends would do 
infinitely more damage to Slavery than that 
pursued by the gentlemanly member from 
Kentucky. Anti-Slavery men cannot be brow¬ 
beaten or hectored into submission. Insult 
will only make them defiant, it may be, con¬ 
temptuous. As there must he controversy, let 
not personal animosity he mingled with it. 
The grace of courtesy, as displayed by Mr. 
Smith and Mr. Preston, must always tend to 
allay the bitterness of strife, if it does not 
remove its causes.

corrupt and besotted Cabinet Ministers to in¬ 
termeddle in the domestic concerns of one of 
the sovereign States of the Union, to break 
down everything like freedom of opinion, to ex¬ 
tinguish all that just and legitimate State pride 
which constitutes one of the main pillars of our 
system of Confederated Government; through 
the instrumentality of an accursed spoils- policy, 
under the reign of whieh all public virtue must 
infallibly languish, the most elevated and dis¬ 
interested love of country only constitute an in¬ 
superable impediment to all publio advance¬ 
ment, and a wild and infuriated spirit of Jac¬ 
obinism be seen, sooner or later, usurping all 
the high places of oivie trust and dignity. I 
hope, and confidently believe, that a wholesome 
reactionary movement has occurred in the State 
of New York, whioh will oontinue and diffuse 
itself until faction and factionists shall be eon- 
igned to that death whioh knows no resurrec¬ 
tion, and tho repose and happiness of the Re¬ 
public be plaeed upon foundations as imperish¬ 
able as tho fame of those illustrious sages with 
whom the 1 Constitution and its Compromises ’ 
originated.” 


Marquis Pezuela, the new Captain General 
of Cuba, has entered upon the duties of his of¬ 
fice. The Washington Union makes this event 
the text for a’tirade against England, Spain, 
the Afrioan raec, and Philanthropists general¬ 
ly ; supposing, we presume, that under the new 
administration, tho policy of liberating tho 
Emancipados will be more strenuously carried 
out. This, of course, would he very afflicting 
to the “ central organ of the Democratic Par¬ 
ty,” which cannot tolerate the idea of restoring 
to liberty,,men and women kidnapped from 
Africa, and smuggled into Havana, in violation 
of Law and of tho faith of solemn Treaties. 

We apprehend, however, that there is too 
little ground for the complaints of the Union. 
The latest intelligence from Havana is to the 
effect— 

“That the new Governor General of Cuba 
has signified his determination to do all in his 
power to prevent the landing of slaves, and also 
to capture slaves approaching the island; but 
says he oan take no action after slaves shall 
have been placed upon the estate of their 
owner.” _ 


On the 30th November, the Russian Admiral 
Maohinoff, with six or seven ships-of-the-line, 
appeared off the Roads of Sinope, on the Black 
Sea, and succeeded, after a desperate struggle, 
destroying several Turkish frigates, designed 
as a oonvoy to troops and supplies for the Turk- 
trmy in Asia. This is the general version 
disaster apparently unlooked for in Eu¬ 
rope. The details are not clearly understood; 
but, so far as they are known, it would seem 
that the Russians had an overwhelming pre¬ 
ponderance of ships, men, and metal. 

The editor of tho New York Evening Post, 
who lately returned from a tour in the East, 
remarks— 

“ The wonder is, that after all we have heard 
of the naval preparations made by the Russians 
in that quarter, of the activity which has pre¬ 
vailed in their ship-yards and armories, and of 
the vessels whioh have been put in order for 
oruising in the Euxine,the statesmen and jour¬ 
nalists of Western Europe should still suppose, 
as they seem to have done, that this fleet was 
merely intended for a holyday purpose, to swim 
the unstable waters of that sea as an imposing 
pageant. It was intended, of oourse, for the 
purpose to whioh it has been put—to break up 
the Turkish oommoree, destroy the Turkish 
ships, and interoept -the Turkish supplies on 
their way to tho Principalities. The Turks, 
we think, must have known from the firet what 
it was designed for; but those in England and 
France who speculate on Eastern polities i 
not to have made the discovery till now. 

“It seems now to be thought that the French 
and British fleets, instead of lying idle at Con¬ 
stantinople, where there is nothing for'them to 
do, will be ordered to take their station in the 
Blaok Sea, to observe the proceedidgs of the 
Russian fleet, and interpose,; in ease of necessi¬ 
ty, for the protection of their Turkish ally. , 

“ Meantime, the quiet pertinacity of the Rus¬ 
sian Government seems quite as much in the 
way of any adjustment of its quarrel with the 
Porte as the just indignation whioh the Sultan 
feels at the military occupation of his domin¬ 
ions. From the very beginning of the quarrel, 
the Russian Government has shown no symp¬ 
toms of a disposition to retrace any single stop 
it had onoe taken. It has presented an im¬ 
passive’front to all the arts of diplomacy. The 
successes of its fleets will, in all probability, en¬ 
courage it to adhere the more steadily to its 
original plan, and render it still more difficult 
for the four Powers, who have taken upon them¬ 
selves the task of mediation, to dislodge it from 
the Principalities.” 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION. 
Andrew Johnson, formerly a most useful 


member of tho United States House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, and now Governor of Tennessee, has 
not forgotten the reforms whioh, while in Wash¬ 
ington, he urged with so much pertinacity. In 
his Inaugural Message, besides recommending 
the Legislature to instruot the Senators and 
request the Representatives of the State in Con¬ 
gress to sustain and urge the homestead policy, 
he submits three amendments to the Federal 
Constitution, whieh he desires to be brought to 
the notice of Congress. The firBt proposes the 
election of President and Viee President by the 
People, directly, voting in districts, to be form¬ 
ed in each State by the Legislature thereof: 
and that should no candidate have received a 
majority of the whole number of votes, the 
names of the two highest he then submitted to 
the People for their ultimate decision. The 
second proposes that United States Senators 
shall he chosen in the several States, by the 
People thereof, instead of the Legislatures; and 
the third, that the Supreme Judiciary be made 
elective, as follows: 

“Art. Ill, Sec. 1. The judicial power of the 
United States shall be vested in one Supreme 
Court, and such inferior courts as the Congress 


MS. COBDEN AND TH3 EASTERN QUESTION. 

The position of Mr. Cobden, the great apos¬ 
tle of Free Trade in England, has been widely 
misrepreeentedfooth in that country and in this, 
continually charged with hostility to tho 
Turks and sympathy with the Russians, when 
the truth is, he is simply anxious to preserve 
England from the curse of war, and to break 
up the old balance of-power policy. He is for 
neutrality, and would leave those whom he re¬ 
gards as little more than semi-barbarians, on 
both sides the Pruth, to fight out their own bat¬ 
tles. But this would be a very “ un-English ” 
policy—-“ for when,” asks Mr. Cobden, “ did 
John Bull ever allow fighting to go on, in any 
part of the world, without trying to have a 
hand in it?” 

To illustrate more fully the position of Mr. 
Cobden, we take the liberty of transcribing the 
following passage from a letter which we late¬ 
ly received from him: 

“Our fire-eaters aro clamorous for war, to 
uphold the ‘integrity and independence ('j of 
the Turkish Empire;’ and they urge argu¬ 
ments in defenoo of their policy, with whioh I 
have to combat, by showing that liberty, com-i 
merce, civilization, and progress, are not involv¬ 
ed (as they maintain) in the preservation of 
Turkey, but that these precious iutoresta are 
quite as likely to be promoted by the Russians 
aB the Turks—though I would Dot willingly 
trust them to either. Instead of refuting myi 
statement?, my opponents turn upon me, and. 
charge me with being the friend of Russia. My 
views upon the received maxims of our foreign 
policy are about as little in harmony with the 
current feelings of the day as yours are upon 
Slavery. I disbelieve in tho old superstitions of 


the ‘Balance of Power,’the ‘Eastern Question/ 
I am far more concerned about the ‘ Wests 
Question ’—1 mean the progress in wealth, 
numbers and intelligence, of the United States— 
than the brute force of Russia. Youf sehool- 
masters are more to he dreaded by us than the 
drill-sergeants of the Czar. I consider that the 
importance of these Eastern countries is very 
much exaggerated. Constantinople was a great 
seat of empire when the whole civilized world 
was confined to the eastern end of the Medi¬ 
terranean. It is now in a cul-de-sac, remote 
from the great avenues of commerce. When I 
am told that the possession of this city would 
make Russia the mistress of the world, 1 laugh, 
and ask why 400 years' possession of.it has 
brought the Turks to their present deerepid 
condition ? However, I am quite in a minority 
with these opinions. 

“The ‘Eastern Question’ looks very compli¬ 
cated and awkward just now. * * The first 
gun fired between Russia and theWestern Pow¬ 
ers may be a signal for a European conflagra¬ 
tion. If you are wise in America, you will 
cling to your traditional policy of neutrality, 
and profit by the incurable folly and wicked¬ 
ness of the Old World. But I see you are fol¬ 
lowing our bad example in your policy of an¬ 
nexation. Apropos of tho Cuban question. Are 
your'journals really-serious in wbat they pro¬ 
fess to believe of our 1 designs upon that island ? 
If so, all the canards are not to be found on the 
Thames! Such credulity would he a danger¬ 
ous element in the hands of a designing Gov¬ 
ernment. 1 have a strong presentiment that ii 
you get possession of Cuba, it will be the grave 
of American Slavery. God does sometimes al¬ 
low suoh spectacles as that of a great natior 
going blindly and passionately forward in s 
oourse certain, if successful, to lead to the rail 
of the oause whioh it seeks to uphold! ”

from time to time may ordain and establish. 
The judges, both of the supreme and inferior 
courts, shall hold their offioes during the term 
of twelve years, and shall, at stated times, re¬ 
ceive for their services a compensation, whioh 
shall not be diminished during their continu¬ 
ance in office. And it shall be the duty of the 
President of the United States, within twelve 
months after the ratification of this amendment 
by three-fourths of all the States, as provided 
by the Constitution of the United States, to di¬ 
vide the whole number of judges, as near as 
may be practicable, into three classes. The 
seats of the judges of the first class shall he 
vacated at the expiration of the fourth year 
from suoh classification; of the second class, at 
tha expiration of the eighth year; and of the 
third class, at the expiration of the twelfth 
year, so that one-third may be chosen every 
fourth year thereafter.” 

We have often signified our approval of eve¬ 
ry one of the reforms here recommended; but 
while all the State Constitutions are from time 
to time amended, so as to conform them to new 
conditions and better ideas, a stubborn and blind 
conservatism shrinks from any proposition to 
change the Foderal Constitution, although the 
alterations proposed, if they oould be voted upon 
by the People, would he favorably sustained 
by a decided majority. 


Certain Boston papers have rudely denied the 
truth of our statement that Mr. Everett oppos¬ 
ed a movement in the Whig caucus to place 
Mr. Sumner on some of tho Standing Commit¬ 
tees. A more detailed account will show that 
we did not speak unadvisedly. 

The Standing Committees of the Senate are 
not appointed by the President, but elected by 
that body.
